• The "Summer Commencement Form" needs to be submitted to the Graduate 
College by the cancellation date of the spring or fall ceremony you would like to 
attend. The criteria is below. 

1 . In good academic standing (not on academic probation). 

2. An approved "Committee Appointment" form on file with the Graduate College. 

3. An approved "Program of Study (POS) form with at least the minimum number 
of required credits on file with the Graduate College. 

4. An "Application for Graduation" form for summer term submitted to the 
Graduate College by the spring cancellation date. 

5. For students with a required final oral examination: A "Request for Final Oral 
Exam" form submitted to the Graduate College for an oral to be held prior to the 
last date for an oral examination in the summer term (date must be scheduled. 

6. For students in approved coursework only programs: A Request for 
Graduation Check for Students in Programs Approved with no Final Oral 
Examination" form submitted to the Graduate College.
